If a vote were taken officially 
today, his reappointment would 
be rejected by a four to one 
vote. 

While four members of the 
board of selectmen, the appoin- 
ting authority refuse to com- 
ment on the matter of the 
manager’s tenure, it is a 
generally accepted fact that 
Mr. Austin has been given an in- 
dication that he will not receive 
re-election when his term ex- 
pires in August, 1977. 

One selectman, Richard J. 
Bowen, former Andover town 
manager, told the TOWNSMAN 
this week that as far as he was 

concerned, ther is “nothing that 
precludes his (Austin’ s) reap- 
pointment at his time.’’ Asked 
if he would vote in that manner, 
Bowen replied he would vote 
yes on the election to another 
term for the manager. 


The matter of the manager’s 
tenure was indicated as uncer- 
tain in another publication this 
week based on remarks by 
Chairman Milton Greenberg of 
the selectmen who told the An- 
dover Chamber of Commerce 
members that new town 
management must be selected. 

Greenberg, commenting on 
the item in the Lawrence 
Eagle-Tribune, indicated the 
remark to mean that the 
selectmen are always in the 
course of upgrading. 

The chairman told the 
TOWNSMAN, he had no com- 
ment at this time on the 
manager’s reappointment. 

Selectman Alan F. French 
told the TOWNSMAN, ‘‘any 
comment (on the manager’s 
tenure) would come routinely 
from the chairman.”’ 

Selectman Janet D. Lake 
said, ‘“‘any statement on the 
town manager’s future has to 
come from the manager.”’ 

Selectman Susan T. Poore 
said it would be premature for 
her to comment on the matter 

at this time and that any state- 
ment should come from the 
board chairman. 

Town Manager Austin said 
the matter was a decision for

‘Energy Saving Is 
Subject Of Session 
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Secretary of Consumer Affairs 
Christine B. Sullivan spoke 
before the Andover energy Town 
Meeting last Thursday on the im- 
portance of energy saving as a 
way for homeowners to cut costs. 

“Energy saving means money 
saving,’’ Sullivan stated. ‘‘Car- 
pooling, for example, can save 
you $700 a year. Other activities, 
outlined in the state’s energy 
plan, can save Massachusetts 
families up to $380 a year in fuel 
costs,”’ 

The Andover Town Meeting 
was one of five such community 
meetings, hosted by the Energy 
Policy Office to get public com- 
ment, suggestions and advice on 
the proposed long range energy 
conservation plan for the Com- 
monwealth. 

“These meetings are probably 


unique in government — certain- 
ly they are unique in the energy 
field,’’ Sullivan explained. ‘‘You 
have been asked to come here to 
give us ideas, suggestions and 
comments. What you tell us here 
tonight will be used in preparing 
the final plan. For the first time, 
you will have a significant and 
important voice in forming state 
energy policy.’ 

The Massachusetts Energy 
Policy Office is preparing a long 
range plan with funding from the 
Federal Energy Administration, 
as part of a program authorized 
by Congress (The Energy Policy 
and Conservation Act of 1975). 
The goal of the plan is to reduce 
1980 energy use by 5 percent. 
Once the state’s plan is approved 
by the FEA, Massachusetts will 
be eligible to receive ap-

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Addition of German Recommended 


The foreign language depart- 
ment heads Tuesday night 
recommended the addition of 
German to the curriculum, and 
a maximum class size of 25 in 
languages. 

The recommendations, along 
with others, came after the trio 
described a curriculum that 
offers several courses in 
French, Spanish and Latin at a 
variety of ability levels and now 
serves more than 1700 pupils in 
Greades 7 through 12. 


High school department head 
Peter Prince led off the presen- 
tation with an overview of the 
language program in Grades 7 
through 12. He indicated that a 
pupil can begin French of 
Spanish in Grades 7, 9, 10, 11 or 
12, and at competency levels II, 
III and IV. The II’s are for 
pupils with low language 
proficiency, he said: the II’s 
are ‘‘regular’’ and the IV’s for 
exceptionally bright students. 

Three years of French and 
Spanish are offered, Prince 
said, followed by a variety of 
electives including French IV 
and V, the popular French 
Conservation and Cooking, 20th 
Century France and grammar 
and review. 

West. Jr. High Department 
Head Douglas Halsted reported 
that interest in Latin increased 
considerably this year. It was 
scheduled at West for the first 
time in several years, he said, 
while East Jr. High has two 
classes. 

Latin I is offered in Grades 7 
through 12 and Latin II, Grades 
8 through 12. 

Halsted also explained a 
placement formula for seventh 
grade pupils, based on their 
IQ’s, achievement scores in 
several areas of English, a 
special foreign language ap- 
titude test given in sixth grade, 
personality traits and the like. 

The placement format was 
developed in Andover in 1$73, 
Halsted said, and has done ‘‘- 
quite well.’’ 

Halsted said the departmend 
heads usually recommend that 
35 to 40 percent of the 
youngsters who opt for a 
foreign language don’t take one 
— usually because they need 


Bank Reports Gains 


The nation’s bicentennial year 
1976 was a good year for Essex 
Broadway Savings Bank, an- 
nounced John P. Fitzpatrick, 
president, at the bank’s recent 
annual meeting. 

Essex Broadway gained $7,- 
700,000 in deposits in 1976. ‘‘We 
are following a path of continued 
growth.

‘This 
year our Andover Street office, 
opened in 1975, was our leading 
branch, as well as our newest. 
Andover Street has been a major 
source of deposits for Essex 
Broadway.” 

Fitzpatrick noted that the bank 
is actively promoting Keogh and 
individual retirement accounts. 
“Currently, we are offering six- 
year term certificates at 734% 
for these tax-sheltered ac- 
counts.”’ 

Essex Broadway’s real estate 
loan portfolio totalled $120,000,- 
000 in October 1976. ‘‘The number

Mrs. Suzanne P. Coates, 
department head at East Jr. 
High, reported that 577 pupils 
are taking a foreign language at 
East, 555 at West and 628 at the 
high school. 

One of the ‘‘worrying”’ things 
things, she said, is the rate at 
which pupils drop foreign 
language after a couple of 
years. 

First on her list of 
recommendations was a survey 
of students past and present to 
see why they dropped a 
language or why they. con- 
tinued, and why there is so little 
interest in languages other than 
French and Spanish. She said 
her personal feeling was that 
pupils today are reluctant to 
memorize or to study hard 
enough for a second language. 

Nevertheless, she followed 
with a recommendation for the 
addition of German to the 
curriculum, and for advanced 
Latin classes to strengthen the 
program at the high school. 

The joint list also included a 
more flexible system, which 
would allow languages to begin 
earlier in a child’s schooling, a 
maximum of 25 per class and 
homogeneity at all levels, 
regular periods and waiving of 
the size requirements in the 
fourth and fifth years of a 
language. 

Prince said high school 
courses are already fairly 
homogeneous, since three 
levels of a language are offered 
in each course. Mrs. Coates, 
however, noted a class at East 
Jr. High that had 36 pupils and 
was ‘‘very heterogeneous,”’ 
with a full range of abilities. 

Regular periods are 
suggested, she said, because at 
East Jr. High some language 
classes will meet three times in 
one day (one full period and two 
half periods) and not at all the 
next day, due to the scheduling 


of mortgage applications taken in 
1976 was double the total for 1975. 
We see this increased activity as 
a healthy sign, an indication of a 
favorable turn-around in the 
depressed housing industry,’’ 
said Fitzpatrick. 

Fitzpatrick reported an in- 
crease of 8.7% in operating ear- 
nings over 1975 and emphasized 
the bank’s strong surplus posi- 
tion. ‘‘Operating earnings are up 
substantially from 1975. Ad- 
ditionally, new income 
transferred to surplus increased 
by more than 10% for the year. 
Our surplus and guaranty fund 
totalled $18,500,000, or 10.7% of 
deposits, compared to the 
average of all savings banks 
throughout the state of 8.3% of 
deposits.’’ Fitzpatrick also in- 
dicated that ‘‘The common 
stocks owned by the bank totalled 
$9,700,000 with a current market 
value of $12,800,000. This, 
represents a gain of more than 
$3,000,000 and an increase in 
value of 31.5% over cost. This 
means an extra margin of protec- 
tion for our depositors.”’ 

Looking ahead to 1977, Fitz-. 
patrick said that Essex 
Broadway has obtained the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner to 
open a new office at 211 North 
Main Street, Andover, adjacent 
to the Shawsheen Plaza. ‘‘We ex- 
pect to open this office in the spr- 
ing of 1977, ‘‘he said. 

“1976 has been a very busy and 
active year for us. A debt of ap- 
preciation is owed to all who 
helped make it’a successful year

of home economics and in- 
dustrial arts courses for two 
periods on some days. 

Halsted said the situation was 
the same at West, and Mrs. 
Coates said that for top 
students, ‘‘the priority in 
scheduling should be foreign 
language,’’ cooking and the 
like. 

The minimum class size 
should be waived the fourth or 
fifth year of a language, she 
went on, because the system 
already has an enormous in- 
vestment in those particular 
pupils. School committee policy 
has set 15 as the minimum class 
size. Two advanced classes at 
the high school already have 
less, because students had 
selected them had scheduling 
problems. 

Mrs. Coates also asked if it 
was legally possible to refuse a 
pupil who had previously failed 
a language. Having a repeated 
failure in a class, she said, was 
a waste of his time, the 
teacher’s and the other 
students’. 

Mrs. Coates’ own suggestion, 
opposed by her two colleagues, 
was for a ‘‘very strong”’ foreign 
language director to pull the 
whole program together 
throughout the system. She also 
suggested instituting a foreign 
travel scholarship. 

At the end of her presenta- 
tion, she asked the school com- 
mittee if they planned to do 
anything about it, ‘‘or does the 
matter drop as it did three 
years ago?”’ 

The committee, on Frank 
Griggs’ motion, then referred 
the matter to the subcommittee 
on curriculum and personnel. 
David Ahouse, however, noted 
that did not mean the matter 
was being shelved.

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Strike Added To 
Christmas Rush 
At Post Office 


A carrier looked out the window of the Andover Post office Mon- 
day morning and promptly reported, ‘‘there’s a UPS truck,” a com- 
ment which underscored the reason for the voluminous parcel post 
being handled by the postal workers this year. 

United Parcel Service has been on strike for the past several 
weeks and the U. S. Postal service has handled the bulk of the work, 
particularly during the busy Christmas rush. 

When UPS went back to work on Monday, it coincided with one of 
the busiest days the Andover post office has had in dealing with the 
seasonal rush. 

Volume of parcel post has doubled. Monday morning about 3,000 
packages were being processed for delivery to local homes and 
businesses. A year ago on the same date, the post office handled 1,- 
500. 

As for the traditional greeting card delivery, Postmaster Louis 
Schwenke reported that as of the first of this week, the volume was 
off slightly. Schwenke advised that it is best for residents to get their 
Christmas greetings in the mail as quickly and as early as possible 
to insure delivery before Christmas. 

As for the parcel post, the UPS settlement is not expected to 
provide appreciable relief, since most of the Christmas mail is 
already being funnelled to the post office, due to the uncertainty as 
to when the brown United Parcel trucks would be rolling again.

We dislike being repetitious, but we find the 
selectmen again guilty of an error in judgment. 


Some time ago the board turned its back on putting up 
some planning funds to provide for application to the 
federal government for a multi-million dollar sewer 
project for the town. There was a risk factor of a few 
thousand dollars involved. 

A week ago, the board again, by a three-two vote, 
refused to ask the finance committee for funds to 
accelerate the planning process for the trunk line sewer 
and construction of the new Riverina Road pumping 
station. 

While the reasoning of those opposed may be sound in 
their minds, it strikes as being less than realistic with a 
million dollar project on the line, and the federal 
government having the bucks to help out. 

The overall problem dates back to the ill-fated Oc- 
tober town meeting when lack of a quorum meant the 
town could not act on an article asking for $15,000 in 
planning funds. 

The selectmen conferred with the town’s ad- 
ministrators, who indicated the matter could lay over to 
the regular town meeting in April. 


But, as part of the application for federal funding, 
certain testing procedures must be made. One is the in- 
filtration and inflow work involving the sewer mains to 
be replaced. 


This work must be done in the spring of the year. If 
the matter can not reach the voters at a town meeting 
until April, the testing would have to wait until the 
following spring, which would further delay the funding 
and project. 

A total transfer of $6,500 would be required from the 
Finance Committee to have the work done this year.

Carrying through of the application and ultimate fun- 


ding would result in a total risk of $3,100 according to 


formulas. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen, a strong advocate of 
town meeting action, said he tended to disapprove of the 
request for a transfer. The town was told there was no 
sense of urgency in October and he felt that.the overall 
project was a matter to be decided at town meeting. 

Chairman Milton Greenberg also indicated he saw no 
sense of urgency to the matter at this time and with 
Selectman Janet Lake voted in the negative on the re- 
quest to have funds transferred. 

The delay in the project represents a timing factor 
which could prove dangerous. 

The Riverina Road pumping station is already at 
capacity and in need of either substantial repair or 
replacement. Already the town spends annually an 
amount equal to or greater than the $3,100 risk involved 
in proceeding with the planning process. 

The failure to perform this phase of the testing 
process to a year from this coming spring, also delays 
the federal funding process. With changes at the state 
and federal government levels, come changes in 
programs and project funding. 

We can appreciate the feeling that a town meeting 
vote might be a wise course to follow, and the matter ul- 
timately will follow that route. 

All that is at stake at the present is a few thousand 
dollars in preparation for applying for the grant. 

When a million dollar project is necessary, which 
from all indications the Riverina Road station and trunk 
line is, then anything which can expedite the 
possibilities of federal financing seems of urgency. 

We would suggest the selectmen reconsider their 
position and get this project moving.

uct Safety Commission has been 
caught in Washington’s “revolv- 
ing door” system. 


There has always been a 
revolving door between govern- 
ment and industry. Top execu- 
tives rotate from industry to 

- government to industry until it’s 
hard to tell the corporate execu- 
tives from the government offi- 
cials. Many businessmen wind 
up in Washington regulating the 
industries they just left. And 
many federal officials go to work 
for companies that benefited 
from their government deci- 
sions. 

The revolving door needs to be 
watched all the more closely 
during a political changeover. 
With the Democrats coming into 
government and the Repubicans 
going out, the door is really 
beginning to spin. For example, 
Richard Simpson, former chair- 
man of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, got out of 
government before the post-elec- 
tion rush. His duties in that job 
put him in charge of setting 
safety standards for consumer 
products. 

But Simpson exited govern- 
ment via the revolving door. He 
has now turned up as a paid con- 
sultant for two groups that set in- 
dustrial standards, the Ameri- 
can National Standards Institute 
and the American Society for 
Testing Materials. They serve

Revolving Door Begins To Spin

Kelley has also ended the 
statistics games that the FBI 
used to play. The FBI made itself 
look good by concentrating on 
easy-to-solve cases. Kelley no 
longer permits this. The number 
of investigative cases has drop- 
ped, therefore, from 700,000 to 
550,000 a year. But they are all 
legitimate cases. 

Safety Hazard: The ordinary 
street light may be a health 
hazard. Investigators have dis- 
covered that the lamps emit 
ultraviolet radiation when their 
outer glass casing is broken. 
Overexposure may Cause severe 
burns and skin tumors. 

More than 100 street-lamp 
burns have been reported in re- 
cent months. But experts believe 
many people have been overex- 
posed to broken street lights 
without realizing it. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has proposed new 
safeguards. But enforcement is 
voluntary. Reps. John Moss (D.- 
Calif.) and Toby Moffit (D.-Conn.) 
have complained to the Food 
and Drug Administration. They 
want mandatory standards. 

New Brooms: The House 
Democrats surprised just about 
everyone last week by choosing 
Texas Rep. Jim Wright as their 
new leader. 

Most observers had expected 
either California’s Philip Burton 
or Missouri’s Richard Bolling to 
be the new majority leader.

Intelligence Squabble: Last 
year, many of the secret ac- 
tivities of the CIA and other in- 
telligence agencies were ex- 
posed to the glaring publicity of 
a congressional investigation. 
The CIA got off with an official 
slap on the wrist. In recent 
months, the scandal has faded 
from the headlines. 

But we've discovered that a 
serious split has developed with- 
in the super-secret intelligence 
agencies. The fight is over 
foreign policy. 

On one side of the rift is a new 
breed of cold warriors. The in- 
telligence hard-liners see the 
Soviet Union as increasingly 
more hostile. The Soviets, ac- 
cording to these worried in- 
telligence analysts, are in- 
terested only in confronting the 
United States at every oppor- 
tunity. 

But not all intelligence experts 
agree with this dire assessment. 
In fact, behind-the-scenes, many 
intelligence observers are taking 
a more moderate view of the 
Soviet position. According to the 
moderate camp, the Soviets are 
cautious and suspicious, but not 
overtly hostile. 

Both groups are pushing their 
views hard. The moderates in 
the intelligence community are 
working overtime to catch 
President-elect Jimmy Carter's 
attention. 

As one high-level intelligence 
source told us: “Jimmy Carter’s 
job will be to walk that thin line 
.. and to find the truth.”

‘The Andover Plan’ 


By Walter Hunt 

Senior Class President Dave 
Stein handed me a green folder 
last Friday and presented me 
with the information which is the 
basis of the biggest news at the 
high school this week: the so- 
called ‘‘Andover Plan’’, a revela- 
tion that seniors have been 
awaiting ever since I was a 
sophomore, and probably before 
that. 

The plan, however, has finally 
crystallized and has gained the 
sanction of the School Com- 
mittee, in its most recent form. 

The ‘‘Andover Plan’’ is a 
program whereby a student 
(seniors first, and juniors if it 
works) would be allowed to sign 
in, in time for their second period 
class (8:45), if they had no first 
period class, and leave the school 
following seventh period (1:15) if 
they had no class eighth period. 
The program would, therefore, 
exempt a qualifying student from 
attending two periods and both 
homeroom periods, every day. 


This sounds rather liberal, and it 
is, even by Andover standards, 
though there was a bit more 
regulation to the program than 
simply signing in and cut, viz: 

Beginning with the second 
semester, a student has to have 
the appropriate free periods (1 or 
8), no more than one cut, no 
record of excessive tardiness or 
unexcused absences, and no 
record of suspensions. The stu- 
dent must not be on probation. 

A contract, involving student, 
parents, and administration 
would be made, including a 
parents’ option to remove their 
son/daughter at any time. 
Removal from the program 
could occur on account of tar- 
diness, truancy, loitering or mis- 
conduct, academic misperfor- 
mance, at any time. Removal 
would be by SAC and the Ad- 
ministration. 

Principal Philip Wormwood 
submitted a counterproposal pur- 
suant to the rejection of SAC’s 
original proposal.

original proposal and added the 
following amendments: 

Studeents applying for ‘‘open 
ends,’’ as the plan has come to be 
calleed, would have to commit 
him/herself to a school or com- 
munity responsibility during the 
free periods thus given to 
absence from the school. 
Further, applicants would re- 
quire a‘‘C’’ average and failing in 
no school subjects. 

This proposal was also shot 
down, within two weeks of the 
original rejection. 

SAC, however, was undaunted, 
and took Mr. Wormwood’s 
proposals in hand, and developed 
a new set of guidelines. The 
proposal, accepted by the school 
committee at long last, is: 

1. All students who feel they 
are eligible may submit name to 
SAC with report card and what 
they plan to do with their time. 
At this time, the record of the 
previous term must be checked. 

a. No more than one class cut. 

b. No record of more than five 
unverifiable absences and/or 3 
unverifiable tardinesses. 

c. The student cannot be on 
probation. 

d. The student must not have 
had any suspensions. 

e. No failures. Average of at 
least a ‘‘C’’ in full unit courses. 

2. If a student has been 
accepted, a student contract will 
be issued to him. If a student has 
not been accepted, then he will be 
encouraged to improve so that he 
may be eligible at the next inter- 
val. A student may appeal. 

3. The student contract will be 
filled out and signed by student, 
and then sent for parent ap- 
proval. SAC will contact parents 
to verify their approval. If 
parents do approve, the contract 
will then be forwarded to the ad- 
ministration for their approval. 
The administration could involve 
SAC in determining continued 
eligibility of misconduct is in- 
volved. 

4. The bus schedule will remain 
the same. Bus students involved 
in the Andover Plan must take 
responsibility for their own 
transportation. 

5. Students may be removed 
from the Andover Plan for the 
following reasons: 

a. Truancy or cutting classes. 

b. Three unverifiable tardies or 
five unverifiable absences. 

c. Loitering or misconduct in 
the Town of Andover or at otheer 
schools during unassigned 
periods. 

d. A parent/guardian may 
remove his son/daughter from 
the program at any time.

The Future Of Solid Waste Management 


In a recent survey of over 1,000 
cities, a majority of mayors 
ranked solid waste management 
as their number one urban 
problem. I am sure that this does 
not surprise anyone. Both volume 
and tonnage of solid waste are 
presently growing at a 
phenomenal rate, and it is all too

Raytheon Company expects 
earnings this year to be 17 per 
cent higher than last year on a 
sales increase of 7 per cent. Ear- 
nings should reach $84 million, or 
about $5.50 per share, on sales ex- 
ceeding $2.4 billion. 

The projections were made by 
Thomas L. Phillips, chairman 
and chief executive of the diver- 
sified electronics manufacturer 
in an address today before the 
Investment Analysts Society of 
Chicago. 

Looking ahead to next year, 
Phillips said, ‘‘We expect con- 
tinued growth in 1977. Sales 
should grow something like an 
additional 12 per cent to about 
$2.7 billion, and earnings per 
share an additional 15 per cent to 
about $6.30.” 

Since 1973, Raytheon’s per 
share earnings have grown at a 
compound rate of 22 per cent an- 
nually. Sales, in the same period, 
have increased at a 15 per cent 
annual rate. 

Phillips attributed this year’s 
gains principally to the govern- 
ment electronic systems 
business and to the above 
average growth of Raytheon’s 
two appliance companies — 
Amana Refrigeration, Inc. and 
Caloric Corporation. He said that 
‘super growth’’ at Amana is be- 
ing paced by record sales of 
Radarange microwave ovens. To 
meet the steadily rising demand 
for these units, Amana has in- 
creased production capacity to 
more than 3000 ovens a day. 

Phillips said that in the com- 
mercial electronics area, 
Raytheon Data Systems has set 
new records in sales and leasing 
of data systems and terminals in 
1976. He noted that the com- 
pany’s rapidly growing data 
business here and abroad is ex- 
pected to pass the annualized 
rate of $100 million per year dur- 
ing 1977 and to continue growing. 

He said the growth next year 
would be broadly based from a 
combination of ongoing 
programs and products, new 
developments, and from ac- 
quisitions announced this year. 
Among the planned acquisitions 
recently announced is 
Switchcraft, Inc., a Chicago- 
based manufacturer of Switches 
and related electro-mechanical 
components.

obvious that we are rapidly ap- 
proaching the limit of our en- 
vironmental capacity to absorb 
all these materials. In the near 
future, from one to five years 
from now, almost half of our 
cities are simply going to exhaust 
their current disposal capacity. 

Coupled with. this, really 
another aspect of the same 
problem, is the fact that many of 
our material and energy 
resources are rapidly being 
depleted and as a result, the 
United States is headed toward 
dependency on other countries 
for a wide variety of vital 
materials. By 1985, it has been 
projected that we will be 
primarily dependent on imports 
for supplies of 9 of the 13 most 
basic raw materials required by 
our industrial economy. Fossil 
fuel supplies may be exhausted in 
less than 25 years according to 
some estimates. And yet we 
leave untapped the vast stores of 
material and energy that could 
be recovered from municipal 
solid waste. An estimated 16 to 24 
percent of what we discard is 
potentially recoverable and 
reusable. 

Clearly, the time was 
propitious for the Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act 
passed in the closing days of the 
94th Congress. Air and water 
quality are already protected un- 
der comprehensive federal laws. 
Solid waste has been accorded 
much less attention, and certain- 
ly less funding, than air and 
water pollution problems. 
Ironically, as the law itself notes, 
air and water pollution control 
are creating ever increasing 
amounts of solid waste in the 
form of sludges and other pollu- 
tion treatment residues. 

The new law seeks to reduce 
the amounts of waste created, to 
recover materials and energy 
from wastes and to dispose of 
wastes in ways that will not en- 
danger public health of the en- 
vironment. In addition, the law 
requires that EPA set standards 
for the handling of hazardous 
solids and provides regulatory 
powers and penalties. 

The new law will be im- 
plemented by EPA’s Office of 
Solid Waste which will have a 
budget of $35 million for the 
current fiscal year, more than 
twice last year’s appropriation. 

The new law recognizes that 
solid waste management is 
primarily a local problem that 
should be managed by state, 
local, or regional governing 
bodies. It encourages existing 
agencies — particularly the 
waste management agencies 
designated to carry out 208 water 
quality programs — to plan and 
carry out solid waste manage- 
ment programs. Starting in fiscal 
1978, the law will authorize 
grants to states and regional 
bodies to carry out solid waste 
programs. These funds will be 
particularly welcome in New 
England where only 41 percent of

Hazardous wastes are defined as 
any waste that ‘‘because of its 
quantity, concentration, or 
physical, chemical, or infectious 
characteristics’ may cause 
death or disease or threaten 
public health of the environment. 
The Act will require EPA to iden- 
tify and publish a list of hazar- 
dous wastes within 18 months and 
to set standards for the handling, 
transport, and ultimate disposal 
of such wastes.

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Food Needs Rise As Farms Disappear 


at the Experiment Station on productivity is at an all-time need more farmland and even 


Higher priced energy and 
declining farmland in the U. S. 
have become crucial factors to 
our local food supply, according 
to Massachusetts Food and 
Agriculture Commissioner, 
Frederic Winthrop, Jr. 

At a meeting of the UMass 
Trustee Council last week, 
Winthrop said the University and 
his Department must step up 
cooperative efforts to ensure that 
Massachusetts can meet the food 
needs of the future. 

‘Massachusetts has been los- 
ing many thousands of acres of 
food producing land for the last 
30 years, yet 30 years from now, 
there will be twice as many peo- 
ple in the world to feed. 


‘For the long term there is no 
guarantee that other states can 
continue to supply the majority 
of our food needs, quite aside 
from the problem of exorbitant 
food prices due to sharply rising 
transportation costs,’ he said. 

The state’s Food and 
Agriculture Policy identifies the 
myriad of related problems and 
charges specific agencies in the 
Commonwealth to solve them, 
said Winthrop. 

“The U. Mass College of food 
and Natural Resources and the 
Mass. Department of Food and 
Agriculture must serve as co- 
captains in this team effort. 


“The mapping and inven- 
torying of our agricultural land 
base by U. Mass this year was a 
major step in gathering our 
forces to revitalize local 
agriculture,’’ he said. 

‘““‘U. Mass agricultural 
economists have also been in- 
valuable in providing guidelines 
for farmland valuations which 
help farmers use the Farmland 
Assessment Act to survive the 
crushing burden of property tax- 
es,’ 

Legislation proposing a pilot 
program on the public purchase 
of development rights to 
farmland has also had con- 
siderable input from the Univer- 
sity’s agricultural think-tank, 
Winthrop said. 

“The bill will be before the 
Legislature soon, and we can all 
help convince consumers and the 
business community of the ul- 
timate benefits of preserving 
farmland and a local food supply. 

“The outreach to farmers by 
the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice is of invaluable assistance to 
local agriculture, and the exper- 
tise of U. Mass agricultural 
economists and engineers is 
spearheading a Task Force study 
on the utilization of city organic 


wastes to restore farmland soil - 


and fertility,’ said Winthrop. 
Other areas of U. Mass input 


underway are feasibility studies 


Cold Engine Starting 


A thoroughly ‘‘winterized”’ car, 
along with proper starting 
procedures, should lessen 
chances of troublesome winter 
engine ‘‘can’t starts,’ according 
to Thomas M. O'Neil, Emergen- 
cy Road Service Manager of the 
Automobile Club of Merrimack 
Valley. 

Perhaps the single most impor- 
tant ingredient to effective starts 
in winter, the club says, is a fully 
charged battery in good condi- 
tion. 

‘Batteries lose much of their 
original starting power during 
cold weather,’’ says Mr. O’Neil. 
‘For instance, a fully charged 
battery has only 65 percent of its 
starting ability when the 
temperature drops to freezing. 


Obviously, a weak battery simply | 


can't do the job in cold weather.”’ 

Along with having the battery 
charge checked, the club 
recommends that battery cables 
be cleaned and lubricated to 
guard against corrosionanother 
inhibitor to effective engine star- 
ting. The club also urges car 
owners to have the engine tuned 
and to check and replace an- 
tifreeze and oil if necessary. 

With those tasks completed, 
the club offers these guidelines 
for cold-weather engine starting: 

Make sure all electrical 
accessoriesradio, heater, lights- 
are off before attempting to 
start. 

Resist the temptation to 
repeatedly pump the gas pedalit 
can cause flooding. 

Instead, turn the key to ‘‘on’’ 
and depress the gas pedal to the 
floor once and release. Then turn 
the key to the ‘‘start’’ position. If 
the car doesn’t start within 30 
seconds or so, stop and make 
repeated attempts, allowing 
another 30 seconds between tries. 
In extreme cold (20 degrees 
below zero) an extra depression 
of the accelerator pedal before 
starting is recommended. 

If the carburetor floodsyou’ll 
be able to tell by the smell of raw 
gasolineshut the ignition off, 
push the gas pedal to the floor 


Jerusalem Artichoke 


The Jerusalem artichoke is a 
perennial sunflower. In 1604, 
Samuel de Champlain saw In- 
dians on Cape Cod eating this 
vegetable; the flavor reeminded 
him of artichokes. He took the 
roots to Europe; in Italy they 
were called ‘‘girasole’’ or, turn 
with the sun. In England, 
girasole, hecame Jerusalem,, ac- 
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and hold it for a full minute. With 
the pedal still to the floor, turn 
the starter. This procedure 
allows excess gas to pass through 
the engine. 

Once the engine starts, avoid 
extended warm-up periodsit 
simply wastes precious gasoline. 
Instead, drive off immediately 
but slowly for a mile or two. 
You'll save time and the engine 
will warm faster this way, too.

whether or not to continue bin- 
ding arbitration for police and 
firefighters. This is no year for 
major innovations in govern- 
ment, but rather for trying to 
make our government and laws 
work better. That is the goal of 
the bills I have filed,’’ Saltonstall 
stated. 

“Shoplifting is a problem for 
many merchants on the North 
Shore and elsewhere in the state. 
They have asked the legislature 
for help. I initiated and served on 
a legislative commission which 
studied the problem, and as a 
result Senator Stanley Zarod (D- 
Hampden), the Massachusetts 
merchants’ association and I 
have filed bills to provide for 
community service work 
sentences for first-time 
shoplifters and to stiffen the 
sentences for repeaters, to make 
parents civilly liable for shoplif- 
ting committed by their children, 
and to request the Department of 
Education to plan a shoplifting 
prevention course to be taught in 
the public schools,’ the Essex 
County senator said. 


‘Since economic and job 
development is so important to 
Massachusetts, I think the public 
should know how effective our 
present state programs are in 
this area and where we could be 
improving our services. For this 
reason I have asked the Office of 
Economic Affairs to report 
publicly on its efforts to create 
new jobs and income for 
Massachusetts,’’ Saltonstall said. 

‘‘Just as taxpayers are held 
responsible for late filing of in- 
come tax returns, I think the 
state should be responsible for 
the late return of income tax 
refunds. I have filed a bill to re- 
quire the state to pay interest on 
such late refunds,’ the senator 
stated. 

“Having contacted the growth 
policy committees in our district, 
I have found that most of them 
wish to continue their work 
beyond next summer’s cut-off 
date. To my knowledge any com- 
munity that chooses can 
authorize its growth policy com- 
mittee to continue. However, to 
make sure that communities will 
have this power, I have filed a 
bill that specifically states this,” 
Saltonstall explained. 

‘‘Among my other continuing 
concerns are better administra- 
tion of our welfare progrms and 
the safe handling of firearms.

have filed bills to include more

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To Decrease Road Salt Use 


Secretary Evelyn F. Murphy of 
the Executive Office of En- 
vironmental Affairs. and Com- 
missioner John J. Carroll of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works have announced a 
statewide snow and ice policy for 
the Winter Season. Both 
emphasized that the new policy 
would bring about major reduc- 
tions in salt use without jeopar- 
dizing the level of service 
necessary to sustain the 
economy’s requirement for a 
smooth flow of goods and ser- 
vices. 

The jointly announced policy 
focuses on reducing by 20% the 
total amount of salt applied per 
lane mile over the entire winter 
taking into account the relative 
severity of storm conditions. In 
addition, the Secretary has 
directed the Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) to adopt a sodium stan- 
dard for safe drinking water in 
Massachusetts. Pending the for- 
mal adoption of a sodium stan- 
dard, the DEQE shall propose an 
interim advisory standard. 

Commissioner Carroll stated 
that the DPW policy will concen- 
trate on a 20% reduction in the 
road salt use from the previous 5 
year average. To accomplish this 
goal the Commissioner outlined 
the following steps the Depart- 
ment will take: 

1. Reduce the frequency of 
applications at 300 Ibs. per land 
mile to the minimum number ab- 
solutely necessary. 

2. Monitor and regulate the 
amount of salt so that the total 
amount is minimal. 

3. Increase emphasis on 
treating ice sensitive areas such 
as bridge decks, steep grades, 
windswept areas, etc., with par- 
tial applications as necessary 
rather than overall general 
applications. 

4. Increase use of calibrated 
equipment and sensitive 
automated devices geared to 
achieve the prescribed applica- 


tion rate more effectively. 

.5. Continue the field develop- 
ment this winter of electronic 
devices for determining surface 
icing conditions and the ad- 
ditional application re- 
quirements. 

6. Expand the annual training 
program to instruct field crews 
and other district personnel in 
the proper snow and ice control 
procedures. 

7. Tighten up reporting and 
control procedures among the 
department’s eight district of- 
fices. 

Murphy and Carroll added that 
these actions represent steps 
adopted by them acting upon the 
advice of a Task Force whose 
membership included citizen 
representatives, environmental 
groups, other state agencies in 
addition to key DPW and 
E.O.E.A. personnel. 

In announcing the 20 percent 
salt reduction, Carroll pointed 
out that it necessarily had to be 
tied to the severity of the winter. 
He said, however, that DPW per- 
sonnel have developed an ex- 
perimental method based on an 
average five year span snowfall 
accumulation for the comparable 
New England states which 
relates annual salt usage to an- 
nual snowfall. 

The Commissioner stated, ‘‘No 
matter what the total snowfall is 
this winter, the goal of the 
department will be to reduce our 
Salt use 20 percent below the five 
year average.” He added, “‘If we 
receive 90 inches of snow this 
winter, we expect to use only 
156,000 tons of salt, down 39,000 
tons from the five year mean. If 
we get 48 inches of snow, we pro- 
ject using only 120,000 tons of 
salt, down 30,000 tons from this 
average.”’ 

This 20 percent reduction goal 
would reflect a dollar savings of 
$682,000 at the 90 inch snowfall 
uSage or a $525,000 savings for 
the 48 inch snowfall in just the 
cost of salt along. 


Unemployment Picture 
Shows Downward Trend 


Unemployment in 
Massachusetts continued its 
downward trend during October, 
with the seasonally adjusted rate 
declining to 7.0 percent of the 
vicilian labor force, John D. 
Crosier, Director of the Division 
of Employment Security, an- 
nounced today. This decrease 
from September’s 7.3 percent 
makes the October rate the 
lowest since July 1974. 

The unemployment rate for 
the United States moved in the 
opposite direction, rising to 7.9 
percent in October from 7.8 per- 
cent in September. The national 
rate has fluctuated between 7.8 
and 7.9 percent since June, show- 
ing virtually no improvement 
over the January level of 7. 8 per- 
cent. Over the same ten-month 
period, the unemployment rate in 
the Commonwealth has fallen 
from 10.1 to 7.0 percent, a 3.1 
percentage point decrease. 

The comparison of the 
different performances of the 
state and national economies is 
less favorable to Massachusetts 
than the raw figures indicate. 
The apparent stalling of the 
national economy at a 7.8 percent 
unemployment rate is due to the 
fact that fairly good gains in 
employment nationally are being 
offset by large increases in the 
number entering the labor force.

The Massachusetts estimates 
on the other hand are based on a 
mandatory Federal formula 
which is oversensitive to the 
atypically large number who 
have exhausted all benefit 
programs and undersensitive to 
the sizeable number of persons 
entering and reentering the state 
labor force. Employment in 


Massachusetts (when seasonally } 
adjusted) has changed little since 


January. There was an estimated 
drop in unemployment from ap- 
proximately 300,000 (estimated 
for both October 1975 and 
January 1976) to 160,500 in Oc- 
tober 1976. This drop, however, is 
principally related to the after- 
effects of the temporary return 
to the labor force of large 
numbers of persons who par- 
ticipated in 1975 in the Federal 
Supplemental Benefit (FSB) 
program, 

Claims for continued weeks of 
unemployment benefits under 
the regular program in 
Massachusetts have declined by 
35 percent compared to the total 
one year ago, while a 50-percent 
decrease has occurred in claims 
filed under the state and federal- 
state extended benefits 
programs.

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The Commissioner accented 
the fact that in addition to the an- 
nounced 20 percent chemical 
reduction for the 1976-77 season, 
the department for the first time 
has over 80% of its statewide 
chemical storage under perma- 
nent type cover. He said that the 
recent erection of 105 additional 
chemical storage buildings 
throughout the state is a major 
step in controlling intrusion of 
salt into the ground waters from 
large stockpiles. This storage 
program was accomplished with 
$3,000,000 that was made 
available through the 1975 
Accelerated Highway Program. 

Carroll: commented that the 
department is awaiting the adop- 
tion of the sodium standard re- 
quested by Secretary Murphy 
from the department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
and the identification of impor- 
tant drinking water sources 
where present water quality 
appears to be seriously affected 
by road salt runoff. Upon 
notification by DEQE of these 
areas, the DPW will consider 
alternate measures, such as 
reducing further or eliminating 
the use of salt on state highways 
near the sites. He pointed out, 
however, that programs to 
reduce or eliminate the use of 
salt near water sources would in- 
volve cooperation by other state 
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agencies and cities and towns. 
Secretary Murphy and Com- 
missioner Carrol] both agreed

Swaziland since 1964. 

Americans who travel exten- 
sively, the Peterses embarked on 
this recording of tribal costumes 
(and collection of tribal music 
and artifacts) to help preserve

Their paintings not only docu- 
ment the tribes’ artistic expres- 
sion in personal adornment but 
also illuminate interesting 
differences among the tribes.

Olemara Peters executes small, 
but complete figures in 
meticulous detail. Verda Peters 
uses a freer approach in her 
large portraits. 

In all the paintings, a mass of 
beaded decorations, tassels, 
elaborate turbans, arm and ankle 
bracelets, and tattoos shows a 
versatility and invention achiev- 
ed in large part from natural 
materials close at hand or ob-

Among indicators that the 
majority of the board do not 
favor his re-election are events 
transpiring at some of the re- 
cent selectmen’s meetings.

ditional signs that harmony 
between the manager and the 
board does not exist. 

Under the circumstances, the 
manager could conceivably 
leave on his own volition prior 
to the end of the contract 
period, should he be appointed 
to a municipal management 
position elsewhere. 

A signal that the storm clouds 
were rising could be seen lasst 
fall with the announcement of 
the Harbridge House report — a 
consultant group retained by 
the selectmen to study An- 
dover’s municipal manage- 
ment.
